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Drunken mum drove 



on three wheels 


A WOMAN drove off 
with only three wheels 
on her car after a crash 
in Newmarket town 
centre. 

Christine Hall drank 
nearly a whole bottle of 
wine before the collision, 
which involved two other 
cars. 

Despite losing a wheel from her 
Jaguar, she drove on for another 
300 yards before being stopped by 
a police officer. 

Hall, who admitted drink¬ 
driving and failing to stop after a 
collision, was warned by magis¬ 
trates at Bury St Edmunds the 
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offences were so serious she could 
go to jail. 

The court heard that a breath 
test showed she had nearly four 
and a half times the legal limit of 
alcohol. 

The smash happened near the 
town’s Market Square at 2pm on 
Thursday, January 10. No-one was 
injured, but Hall, 53, was unaware 
that she had lost a wheel from her 
car and drove on before coming to 
a halt in Fred Archer Way. 

Rosalind Clark, prosecuting, 
said after a police officer stopped 
Hall’s car he received a radio 
message from a colleague about a 


collision about 300 yards away. 

Hall, of The Street, Worlington, 
originally told police she had not 
had anything to drink for 12 
hours. But a breath test showed a 
reading of 155 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Mrs Clark said: “She couldn’t 
really recall the accident. She just 
remembered a man in a white van 
shouting after her.” 

Jeremy Kendall, defence sol¬ 
icitor, said Hall, who has three 
sons in their 20s, had previously 
had a drink problem which she 
had “addressed” through medical 
intervention about three years 
earlier.

FIREFIGHTERS had to be called to 
help curious cat Coke get free from 
under the roof of a bungalow. 

Coke, a two-year-old female, did not 
appear when her owner, nine-year- 
old Kara Kemp, put out the food for 
her family’s three cats. 

Later that evening Kara’s mum Ellie 
heard a miaow and scuffling from 
behind the roof soffits of a 
neighbour’s bungalow at Manny 
Mercer Court in Howard de Walden 
Way, Newmarket. 

There appeared to be no way for the 
cat to get out and the only answer 
was to call the fire service. 

A fire crew removed a section of 
soffit but Coke would not come out 
and disappeared further into the 


recesses of the roof. 

The crew decided to leave the 
section open and leave the area to 
give Coke a chance of getting out by 
herself and about an hour later she 
came in through the window of the 
Kemps’ bungalow none the worse 
for the ordeal. 

“We’ve no idea how she got in 
there,” said Kara’s dad, Rob, 36. 
Kara, a pupil at Newmarket’s St 
Felix Middle School, said: “I thought 
it was strange when she didn’t come 
for her dinner. She’s normally the 
first one of the three cats to come 
for the food. 

“I’m pleased she’s back.” 

The fire service was called at about 
5pm on Sunday.

Pupils flourish in caring atmosphere 


A CHURCH school has 
been praised by 
government and Church of 
England inspectors. 
Newmarket’s All Saints 
Primary school was rated 
good in almost every 
category in its latest 
inspection by Ofsted, the 
Office for Standards in 
Education. 

The 120-pupil school was 
also given top marks by an 
Anglican inspector who 
said its distinctiveness and 
effectiveness was 
“outstanding.” 


The Church of England 
inspector also praised the 
school for an “exceptional” 
policy of including all 
children. 

She said: “Children who 
failed in other schools are 
developing and flourishing 
in the caring and nurturing 
atmosphere that is evident 
in the school.” 

The Ofsted report gave the 
school an “outstanding” 
rating - the top mark 
available - for promoting 
equality of opportunity and 
tackling discrimination so 


that all children are able to 
achieve as well as they 
can. 

Jane Eccleston, the head 
teacher, said: “We were 
delighted with the reports 
- the religious education 
one was exceptionally 
good - we felt it really 
reflected the exceptional 
talents of the staff and 
acknowledged the care we 
give to the children.” 

The only area where the 
school got an average 
“satisfactory” grade was in 
attendance. 


The Ofsted report 
recommended 
improvements in the way 
that pupils’ progress is 
monitored and 
improvements in computer 
skills teaching. 

The report also called for 
better outdoor facilities for 
the youngest children. 

Mrs Eccleston said the 
issues had been 
recognised before the 
inspection and measures 
were in hand to deal with 
them. 


Learning is 

A VILLAGE school is celebrating top 
marks in its latest inspection. 

The school at Kennett, near 
Newmarket, was rated as good or 
outstanding in all categories by an 
inspector from Ofsted. 

Cheryl Thompson, the lead 
inspector, said Nicola Bramley, head 
of the 68-pupil school, showed 
exceptional leadership and that 
parents were “overwhelmingly 
supportive” of the school. 

Mrs Bramley said: “We are very 
pleased with this report. It reflects the

total commitment of our staff, pupils, 
parents and governors to ensure 
successful learning for every child.” 
The inspector said: “The 
headteacher’s exceptional 
leadership and determination to 
provide enjoyable learning 
experiences, and include pupils with 
learning difficulties and/or 
disabilities, is shared by staff and 
governors.”

Her father is the famous Montjeu, 
who has won Group One races at 
Royal Ascot, while her mother was 
sister to fans’ favourite My Emma, 
who romped home in the 
prestigious Yorkshire Oaks and Prix 
Vermeille back in 2000. 

Stud director David Somers said: 
“She’s a strong foal with a lot of 
quality and both she and the mare 


are doing well. 

“We are really excited about this 
foal and we have high hopes for 
her. 

“She might be another classic 
winner when she starts racing in 
2011 .” 

The foal has yet to named and will 
be known by its mother’s name 
until it starts training aged two. 

Mr Somers also has high hopes for 
the foal’s mother, who will now be 
paired with one of racing’s 
outstanding thoroughbred stallions. 
He added: “Just Dreams will now 
be one of the first mares to be 
covered by dual 2000 Guineas 
winner Cockney Rebel in his first 
season here at the stud.

She had been working at a 
Newmarket children’s nursery on the 
morning of the crash. The previous 
night she had consumed a bottle of wine 
at home and had drunk “the better part” 
of a bottle of wine she had in her car 
before driving home from the nursery. 

Mr Kendall said she had been 
involved in “a minor road traffic 
collision” and had not been aware that 
she had lost a wheel from the car. 

“Mercifully nobody was hurt,” he 
said. “It was clearly a shocking 
experience for her and her husband. A 
£16,000 car has been written off and due 
to the circumstances the insurance 
company will be able to avoid a claim 
from the insured party.” 

He said Hall had voluntarily resigned 
from her job at the nursery because of 
publicity over the crash. 

Magistrates imposed an interim 
driving ban for six months and 
adjourned the case for a pre-sentence 
report to be prepared by a probation 
officer. 

Graham Higgins, presiding magis¬ 
trate, said the offences were so serious 
that a prison sentence would have to be 
considered. He also asked the prosecu¬ 
tion to have more details of the collision 
for the next hearing, at Sudbury court 
in February 19. 

Roof cut off crash car 

PART of the A14 was blocked on 
Tuesday after a collision between a car 
and a lorry. 

Firefighters cut the roof off the car, a 
black Vauxhall Vectra, to remove the 
man who was driving.

The firm is now 
reviving its interest - but 
insists it will not pay over 
the odds.

Anti-plastic bag 
support growing 


SUPPORT is growing for 
a campaign to ban plastic 
carrier bags - but the 
date of a day of action 
has been put back. 

Worries about finance mean 
the event originally planned in 
Newmarket for St Valentine’s 
Day, February 14, has been put 
off until April 1, April Fools’ 
Day, with the slogan “You’d be 
a fool to use plastic.” 

Coun Chris Turner, the 
town’s deputy mayor, is 
heading the campaign called 
ReNew. 

He said he was pleased with 
the support which had been 
shown so far with super¬ 
markets Waitrose and Tesco 
both involved. 

“We have a good group of 
people on the committee and I 
take heart from that,” he said. 
“The only slight concern is 
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that we could do with more 
money for the campaign - but 
that’s always the case. 

“We wanted to be absolutely 
certain that all the finance was 
in place. I couldn’t give that 
guarantee until the start of the 
new financial year.” 

The town council has 
allocated £1,000 for the 
campaign from its 2008/09 
budget, which means that the 
cash would not officially be 
available under after April 1. 

Coun Bill Sadler, chairman 
of Suffolk County Council and 
a Newmarket town councillor, 
has agreed to give a further 
£1,000 from his locality budget. 

The ReNew group is also 
seeking funding from other 
sources including Suffolk 
County Council education, 


waste recycling company 
Viridor and the lottery through 
the Awards for All scheme. 

The campaign is hoping to 
provide reusable bags made of 
cotton to replace free plastic 
bags given by supermarkets 
and other shops. 

Coun Turner launched the 
campaign with the hope of 
following the example of the 
Devon town of Modbury which 
declared itself a plastic-bag 
free zone last year. 

Now other towns are 
following their lead because of 
the environmental impact that 
plastic bags can have on 
wildlife and the planet in 
general. 

Coun Turner said the 
campaign committee was 
hoping to have a banner across 
the High Street promoting the 
day. 


Airbase 

is set to 
expand 

AN American Air 
Force base will be 
extended onto 
adjoining farm 
land after council 
planners approved 
plans. 

The Mildenhall 
base is to take in 30 
acres of land, 
already owned by 
the Ministry of 
Defence, so that a 
new entrance can 
be created. 

Forest Heath 
District Council 
has approved the 
application by 
Defence Estates to 
fence in land 
formerly rented to 
a local farmer. 

A written 
justification, 
submitted to the 
council by Defence 
Estates, said the 
extra land was not 
only needed for 
security but also to 
ensure “safe use” of 
the airfield. 

It said the land use 
needed to be 
changed “to 
improve access and 
egress from the air 
base by providing a 
new entrance to the 
base on the land in 
question.” 

The move would 
also lead to road 
layout changes on 
the approach to the 
base on the A1101.

Spring’s appeal for 
more hospital signs 


AN MP has called for 
better road signs to help 
his constituents find 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Richard Spring, whose West 
Suffolk constituency includes 
Newmarket and Haverhill, has 
written to Dr Gareth Goodier, 
the chief executive of the 
hospital trust, asking for signs 
from the A14. 

Mr Spring, who met Dr 
Goodier a week earlier to 
discuss concerns about health 
services, said people who had 
never visited Addenbrooke’s 
would face problems in getting 
there because of the shortage 
of clear signs. 

In his letter he said: “You can 
imagine that when people are 
anxious to get to the hospital 
for whatever reason, the lack of 
signage would be very distress¬ 
ing and irritating. 

“It is only when you are well 
clear of the A14 that the signs 
begin to appear, and even then, 
they are not particularly clear.

Additionally, when you leave 
the hospital the signs are again 
very unclear as to how to head 
back to the A14 in particular. 

“You will be aware that many 
of my constituents from the 
western part of Suffolk, inclu¬ 
ding the towns of Newmarket 
and Haverhill, use the hos¬ 
pital.” 

He added: “As the hospital is 
increasingly of such regional 
importance, and its usage is 
growing, I would ask you to 
approach whatever authority is 
in charge of the hospital sign¬ 
age, whether it is Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council or the 
Highways Agency. 

“If you need any support 
about this, please do not hes¬ 
itate to revert to me.” 

An Addenbrooke’s spokes¬ 
man said: “Mr Spring’s sugg¬ 
estion comes at a good time, 


because we’re in the middle of 
a major review of signage in 
and around the hospital. 

“Signs on public roads don’t 
belong to us, but as part of the 
review, we’ll certainly invest¬ 
igate how we can make it eas¬ 
ier for people to find their way 
to Addenbrooke’s.” 

A spokeswoman for the High¬ 
ways Agency, which is res¬ 
ponsible for signs on the A14, 
said: “If the hospital contacts 
us we shall send them an appli¬ 
cation pack.” 

The agency said the hospital 
trust would have to pay for any 
extra signs. 

A county council spokesman 
said: “We have had very few 
complaints about the signage 
for the hospital in recent years. 

“However, we are always 
looking at ways of improving 
access to Cambridge and major 
facilities such as the hospital 
and we would welcome an invi¬ 
tation from Addenbrooke’s to 
help in any review they may be 
undertaking.”

Aspiring jockeys prepare 
to clear their first hurdle 

PEOPLE taking part in an X-Facfor-style 
contest to become jockeys have taken 
part in selection and training trials at 
Newmarket 

A total of 32 hopefuls, including a 48- 
year-old pub landlord, a 56-year-old 
police officer, a 44-year-old carpenter, a 
38-year-old nail technician and several 
housewives, entered the John Smith’s 
People’s Race. 

Half of them took part in two days of 
training and selection at the British 
Racing School in Newmarket and others 
underwent a similar process at the 
Northern Racing College in Doncaster. 

They were chosen from the thousands of 
people who submitted entries to ride on 
one of the biggest race days of the year - 
Grand National day at Aintree.

A DRUNKEN man 
who brandished a 
Samurai sword at 
police and threat¬ 
ened to “chop off 
their heads” had no 
recollection of the 
incident when he 
sobered up, a court 
heard. 

Anthony Clark, 47, was 
told by magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds he 
could face jail after they 
adjourned his case for 
pre-sentence reports on 
Monday 

He pleaded guilty to 
possessing offensive 
weapons, criminal dam¬ 
age, affray and assault¬ 
ing a police officer at 
Newmarket in December. 

He was granted bail to 
appear before Sudbury 
magistrates on February 
20 on condition that he 
lives at an address in 
Hertfordshire and does 
not enter Newmarket. 

Sarah Hardingham, 
chairman of the mag¬ 
istrates at Bury, said: 
“We consider the matter 
is very serious, and we 
are not ruling out a 
custodial sentence or 
sending the case to the

crown court for sen¬ 
tence.” 

Kevin Lowson, pros¬ 
ecuting, said Clark had 
been the worse for wear 
from drinking at the 
time of the offences and 
told police he had no 
recollection of anything 
that happened after 4pm. 

The incident happened 
at around 9pm when 
police were called to a 
disturbance outside the 
flat where his girlfriend 
lived. 

When they arrived, 
Clark was approaching 
the nearby flat where he 
lived, and officers saw 
the Samurai sword, a 
meat cleaver and three 
or four knives he was 
holding under his dress¬ 
ing gown. 

When he realised pol¬ 
ice had seen the weapons, 
Clark locked himself in 
the flat. 

Officers spoke to him 
through the letterbox and 
he brandished the sword 
at them through the 
letterbox, then smashed 
it through a glass pane in 
the door. 


He threatened to kill 
the officers and said he 
would chop off their 
heads and arms. Finally 
he fell asleep and off¬ 
icers were able to go in 
and arrest him. 

Later, Clark told police 
he had been drinking 
strong lager and whisky 
since 2pm and did not 
recall the incident. 

Kevin McCarthy, for 
Clark, said the Samurai 
sword was a decorative 
item and the other wea¬ 
pons were domestic 
kitchen items. 

Mr McCarthy said: 
“When I saw him on 
Christmas Eve, he was 
in a very sorry state. 

“He was very tearful 
and accepts that he is an 
alcoholic. His father died 
suddenly at 56 and this 
man took to the bottle 
and has been drinking 
very heavily ever since, 
consuming a bottle of 
whisky a day. 

“He has taken that 
awful personal road to 
Damascus that men and 
women take and admitted 
that he has a drink 
problem. 

“His big battle is going 
to be with drink.”

And Rusty finally 
reached his target 
weight of 40kgs in 
December after 
receiving a special 
Royal Canin diet. 

Mr Wylie, from Bury St 
Edmunds, said: “Rusty 
has made huge 
progress. We can now 
feel his ribs and he has 
a waistline at last. 

“He is a much happier 
and healthier dog now, 
his pain is well- 
controlled and he walks 
much better than he 
could before. 

“He can stand for long 
periods of time and 
doesn’t tire as easily. 

“Prior to his treatment 
and weight loss Rusty 
was the most disabled 
dog I have ever seen in 
practice. 

“However, he now has a 
proper life again.”

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Town considers yet another 
bid for late-night food licence 


A BURGER restaurant is 
the latest of a town’s fast 
foods outlet to try for a 
licence to stay open until 
the early hours of the 
morning. 

The Wimpy in Newmarket 
High Street has applied for 
council approval to stay open 
until lam. 

Late licences for food and drink 
sales in the town have been at the 
centre of controversy with 
concern about street violence in 
the early hours of the morning. 

Last year a kebab shop in the 
High Street had an application to

stay open until 3am rejected 
under the planning regulations. 

Now there is a campaign 
against applications by the Total 
filling station in the High Street 
for permission to sell alcoholic 
drinks and fast food for 24 hours. 

The filling station’s 
applications are due to be 
considered by Forest Heath 
District Council’s licensing act 
sub-committee on February 13. 

The Wimpy’s application for a 
lam licence is open for comment 
until the end of this month. The 


town council’s finance and policy 
committee was due to give its 
views at a meeting on Monday. 

Huseyim Hamit, the manager 
of the Wimpy, said the restaurant 
would not be open every night 
until lam even if he got the 
licence. 

“I’m licensed to 11pm at the 
moment but some nights I close 
at 9pm or 9.30pm if there are no 
customers,” he said. 

“The KFC and the chicken shop 
on the opposite side of the road 
can stay open to lam, so why 
shouldn’t I be able to? 

“I would only open till lam 10 
or 15 nights a year, when the town 


is really busy after racing and the 
concerts at the racecourse. 

“I have rent and rates of 
£40,000 a year so I need to be able 
to get customers when I can.” 

He said he had made the 
application to the district council 
after the police told him he was 
breaking his licence when he was 
open after 11pm on one night. 

The police have expressed 
concern about late-night fast 
food outlets, particularly burger 
and kebab vans, being 
“flashpoints” for violence after 
people have left the town’s pubs 
and night clubs.

Booming butcher 
back on the block

JOHN Savident in 
full anecdotal flow is 
so entertaining that 
he should really be 
classed a national 
treasure and saved 
for posterity. 

Titbits from a lifetime in 
theatre, film and 
television means he can 
switch from a morsel on 
Hollywood icon Faye 
Dunaway to a snippet 
about Liz Dawn without 
pausing for breath. 

He started out in a very 
different career, as a 
young Lancashire police 
officer. Already a keen 
amateur thespian, when 
the chance came to join 
a touring production of 
The Student Prince, with 
John Hanson, in 1962, 
he took it. 

He returns to the stage 
in his latest project, the 
classic comedy 
Hobson’s Choice which 
plays the Arts Theatre, 
Cambridge - the city 
where the phrase first 
originated - this month. 

In 1994, though, he won 
a lasting place in the 
nation’s affections when 


he blustered his way 
onto our TV screens as 
the redoubtable Fred 
Elliott, Coronation 
Street’s booming 
butcher and one of 
Weatherfield’s most 
enduring comic 
creations - a man who 
would never use one 
word when 10 would do. 
“I based that on people I 
knew who really spoke 
like that,” he says. “It 
was all to do with the 
Industrial Revolution and 
the Lancashire mills, 
where people repeated 
themselves because of 
the noise of the looms. 

“It was still happening 
when I was at infants’ 
school. The girls would 
come out of the factories 
with cotton fluff 
everywhere and they 
used the repetition 
because it got into 
normal usage.” 

Fred may have gone to 
the great big soap opera 
in the sky but John plays 
another larger-than-life 
Lancashire character in 
Hobson’s Choice, the 
overbearing Mr Hobson. 
A heavy-drinking boot¬ 
maker and browbeaten 
father he is a sort of 
northern comic King 



Lear. “I didn’t want to do 
it really because it was 
another Lancashire 
character,” he admits. 
“For years nobody 
asked me to play a 
Lancashire character, 
only once or twice 
before Coronation Street 
and it never really took 


off. Now I’ve done Fred 
I’m lumbered with it.” 

■ Hobson’s Choice 
opens on Wednesday, 
January 30, and runs 
until February 2, at 
7.45pm with a Saturday 
matinee at 2.30pm. 
Tickets are £10-£27. Call

AS the celebrity trend for long, 
eye-skimming fringes rages on, 
Britain’s female motorists are 
putting themselves and their 
passengers at risk. 

Almost 190,000 admit that they 
have had an accident, “near-miss” 
or made a sudden manoeuvre as a 
result of hair imparing vision while 
driving. 

The research, conducted by 
female-friendly car insurer Sheilas’ 
Wheels, reveals that a massive 67 
per cent of women currently have 
a hairstyle that can fall in their 
eyes while driving. However, 
despite this risk, only a fifth of 
women (21 per cent) always 
secure their hair off their face 
before getting behind the wheel. 
Indeed, more than nine million 
female motorists say they never 
secure their hair before driving. 

The most common reasons 
cited by women for not securing 
hair back in the car include not 
believing it necessary (33 per 


cent); not remembering to bring a 
hair tie (eight per cent) and not 
wanting to ruin an existing 
hairstyle (eight per cent). 

Considering more than half of 
women (53 per cent) prioritise 
style over practicality when it 
comes to hairstyles, and more 
than nine and a half million female 
drivers admit to giving no thought 
to how their peripheral vision 
might be affected when sitting in 
the hairdresser’s chair, this is an 
issue that women need to take 
more seriously. 

As well as obstructing female 
motorists’ sight, the latest trends 
are also distracting women’s 
attention in the car - 57 per cent 
of women admit taking their hands 
off the wheel to sort out their hair, 
temporarily losing control of the 
car. 

Women in Northern Ireland are 
the most trend-conscious, with 80 
per cent admitting to changing 
their hair to follow their latest style
